gence of a liberal and patriotic feviflature, and L entertain 
«very hope, that the paternal care of the oflemuly will be 
‘tenderly exetciled towarda fuch a dcfeivinz ad worthy 
Clais of citizens. 

When L had the honor of addvcffing you at the laf fefá- 
«On, liugzefted the probability ef cxtenfive aequifitiong af 
avd being fhortly acquired from the Indians for.the ufe and 
Benefit of the ftate——f have now the fatisfattion of nforme- 
ingyow that thefe ideas have been realifed. “On the north 
Side of the Tenneffee large portions of the country claimed 
‘by tha Cherokee and Chickataw Indians have beeu obtained, 
in fo much that the lame will afford confiderable fettlciaents 
and encourage great emigration to this Rate. The land is 
Amnottart for its Htuation, extent aad feitility. — This fab- 
j¢@ will claim proper care and regulation, and of cowrie will 
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de fhe means of inereafing great addisional firength and a 
nergy ta the government, ‘The lands conceded to thig 
{tate by the national government, efpecially thofe lying on
